DEFENDANT'S MOTION FOR AN ENLARGEMENT

Pursuant to Rule 6(b)(1) of the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure, Defendant Executive 
Office for the United States Attorneys, through counsel, respectfully moves this Court to enlarge 
the time within which it may answer or otherwise respond to the Complaint from May 16, 2006 
to June 16, 2006. 

In support of this Motion, defendant states that primary counsel for defendant was out of 
the office for nearly a month due to a death in his immediate family. Due to this absence, 
counsel was unable to coordinate with agency counsel to investigate the facts and circumstances 
giving rise to this case, and to obtain the necessary Vaughn Index from agency counsel for this 
FOIA case.
